In our telephone conversation of Thursday, October 7, 2010, you provided certain additional and clarifying
information that made the above-referenced advisory opinion request complete as of October 7. The



purpose of this e-mail is to confirm the information that you provided.

1. The third paragraph of the advisory opinion request states that Hoosiers for Hill transferred certain
funds to thz Indiana Damocratic Congreasional Victory Commitan (the "Committee”) with the
understanding that the Committee weuld undertake "certain campaign pcegrams for federai cendidates in
connection with the 2010 general election.” These campaign pregrams would have involved canvassing

and mail projects. Fnosiers for Hill did not earmark the transferred funds under 11 CFR 110.6.

2. The advisory opinion request was submitted fewer than thirty days after the date that the transferred .
funds were received by the Committee, rather than "the date of receipt of the contribution” as indicated in

Footnote 1 of the advisory opinion request.
